In the heart of a thriving little city, 
{fn the broad light of day, a business man, 
sane and sober, and of sterling integrity, 
suddenly disappears as if swept from the 
face of the earth, and despite the strenu- 
ous searchings of hundreds of interested 
friends and acquaintances not a “single 
trace of him can be found. 

Today the territory comprising the Pied- 
mont section. of South Carolina has been 
pooured as thoroughly as it is possible to 
scour it within twenty-four hours, and 
the whereabouts of Jack Benedict is as 
much a mystery as ft has been every hour 
Bince 5 o’clock on Tuesday evening, the 
23d of May.

STRONG EVIDENCE OF REVOLU-

Merchant Admits Con- 
tributing to the Popular 
Fund. 


Havana, May 31.—The military adminis- 


tration has been informed that a conspic- 
uous leader of the late military assembly 
recently collected thirty centens from a 
wealfhy Spanish merchant in this city, rep- 
resenting that it was a contribution to a 
revolutionary fund.

As fast as one theory is put up it is de- 
molished.

Mrs. Benedict Prostrated. 

Mrs. Benedict is prostrated today on 
account of the continued absence of her 
husband and the fears she entertains for 
his safety. She is very deeply devoted to 
him ang the bare fear that he has lost 
his life or is insane has driven her almost 
to distraction. In fact, she has about given 
up all hope and her nervous system is 
greatly shattered. 

The suspense has been terriblé. The 
waiting for news from her husband has 
been an experience of torture. Very little 
sleep has come to her in many hours and 
almost completely exhausted. It is 
not known how serious the effect of this 
intense strain will upon her. It is a 
case where all the sympathies of the com- 
munity are with her. 

Relative’s Husband Was Drowned. 

Another matter-that makes the suspense 
terrible at the home of Mrs. Benedict 
is that her aunt, Mrs. J. S. Tyson, of Balti- 
more, lost her husband several years since 
by drowning in the Chesapeake bay. Mrs. 
Tyson is now visiting Mrs. Benedict, and 
having herself gone through such an expeé- 
rience, it very naturally augments the 
fears of Mrs. Benedict that her husband 
is dead. 

Mr. Tyson was drowned in a most mys- 
terious manner. He was absent over a 
week before his body was found and his 
wife went through just such torture as her 
niece is now enduring. 

Whenever a theory is advanced that Mr. 
skipped out of the country 
it is at once met with the fact that there 
Is an utter lack of moive for an ac- 
tion on his part. 

Further investigation of the affairs of 
Exchange bank today shows that the 
statement first Mr. Bene- 
dict’s accounts are straight and the bank 
affairs are all Another day has 
passed and no semblance of a run on the 
bank.

Not Burdened by Debt. 

It was not the burden of debt that run 
John A. Benedict away from Athens. From 
those who are in position to know the facts 
it is ascertained that he was not financially 
involved in any way. Like all business 
men, he owed a few accounts, but he had 
the money with which to meet them. 

Several vears since he was a member of 
the firm of Lucas & Benedict, brokers and 
merchants. They did a very 
but eventually failed. This 
involved Mr. Benedict several hundred dol- 
lars, but he arranged the debt so that it 
would not worry or inconvenience him, and 
has been paying it off gradually. This in- 
was too small to have embar- 
rassed him in a way that would make him 
run off, especially as there was no 
ing for payment in the matter, and if there 
had been he could have met {t. 

While Mr. Benedict did not realize a for- 
tune as the result of his labors, he never- 
made good money. His salary at 
the bank, augmented by what he made out 
of his roller cover company, must have 
yielded him at least $2,000 a year, and pos- 
He was wel] fixed for a home, 
residing with Dr. H. C. White, of this city. 
He was engaged in no other Lusiness than 
the two mentioned and had no way of be- 
coming involved, as he never speculated in 
cotton or any other stocks of futures. 

No Traces of Insanity. 

While several advance the theory of tem- 
porary insanity, there stands out the fact 
that there is not the slightest trace of in- 
sanity in his family, and his temperament 
is not that of a man who would be likely 
to lose his mind suddenly. Yet this is the 
theory advanced most strongly here today 
by those who are studying and keeping in 
touch with the case. 

Mr. Benedict was in fine health when he 
left here, and as he is a fine swimmer, it fs 
not believed that he has been drowned, al- 
though such an occurrence might.have hap- 
pened. It is believed that he have 
swam safely across any of streams 
around Greenville.

Some Curious Facts. 

Chief Culp says that three strange things 
were found in Mr. Benedict’s actions.

Chief Culp 
inquired about the weather and found that 
it had not rained in nearly three weeks; in 
fact the town was about as dusty as it 
could possibly be. 

Mr. Benedict had a nice valise with him 
when he reached the hotel. He left that 
at the hotel and went to a store and bought 
an alligator skin hand satchel. This was 
done when he really didn’t need the satch- 
and although he could not have had 
much money with him, as he left Athens 
with less than $8 and had already been to 
Toccoa, Hartwell, Elberton and Greenwood 
before arrival at Greenville. 

He wrote that it was colq and an over- 
coat would not be unpleasant, when, as a 
matter of fact, it was not véry and 
most of the time was decidedly hot.

“The thought that Mr. Benedict. desired 
to disappear would never have come to me 
if T had not read in The Constitution that 
there was some speculation alone that line 
when the news of the disappearance was 
first made publie.

cotton mills of this section. The’mill peo- 
ple keep the facts very close and are 
averse to giving out any facts, good or 
bad The following figures are correct and 
show nearly $1,000,000 on four mills. 

Piedm ont: mill $200,000, Pelzer mills $285,000, 
Clifton $270,000 and Pocolet $230,000, or 4 
total of $985,000. These are four represen- 
tative mills and are a fair average. The 
price of these various stocKs are way Up. 
Recently a block of 100,000 of the Poco.et 
mills sold for $200,000. This is the highest 
priced cotton mill stock in upper Carolina, 

In addition to the increase in the mills in 
this city the Victor mills, at Greer’s, will 
increase their capacity from 10,000 spindles 
to 25,000 spindles. This mil] was taken in 
charge about eighteen months ago in 
rather bad financial shape by Mr. Lewis 
W. Parker and has by his fine executive 
abilfty brought up the mill from almost 
ruin to prosperity. Mr. Parker is a young 
man, but by -his fine work promises to be- 
come one of the foremost manufacturers 
of this section. 

May Be Compromised. 

The famous Swamp Rabbit railroad case 
e@vherein Mr. C. T. Jaques and associates 
sought to take up the rails and dispose of 
them and were estopped by the order of 
the court, now ‘bids fair to be compro- 
mised and the road rehabilitated. Two 
gentlemen from Lawrence, Ga., have come 
forward and offered to lease the road if 
the track is relaid, and give a rental of 
$1,500 per year, or about. $100 per mile. In 
addition to this there are other parties 
who offer ‘to operate the road. Under 
these conditions the court will. be obliged 
to compel the owners to operate the road. 
Realizing this, the owners are seeking to 
compromise the matter without further 
orders from the court. It was hoped here 
by the legal fraternity that the case would 
go to the United States supreme court in 
Order that the decision of this higher court 
could be had on this important question.

The amendment of Count Nigra, head 
of the Itallan delegation, tothe peace con- 
proposes the following article: 

1. In the event of imminence of a con- 
flict between two or more powers after the 
failure of al) attempts at conciliation by 
means of indirect negotiation, the contend- 
ing parties Le obliged to have recourse to 
mediation or arbitration {n cases indicated 
by the present act:”’ 

2. All other causes of mediation or arbi- 
tration will be recommended by the signa- 
tory powers but will remain optional. 

3. Each of the signatory powers not in- 
volved in the conflict has in all cases, even 
during hostilities, the right to offer the con- 
tending parties its good offices or mediation 
or to propose they have recourse to 
the mediation of another power equally 
neutral, or to arbitration. This canngt be 
considered by either of the contending par- 
ties as an unfrienaiy act even in a case 
Where mediation or arbitration nut being 
Obligatory, it would be rejected.

Well-Known Physician Passes Away 
jn This oe 


Many Years—Funera 
ments Not Made. 


After a long illness Dr. Charles W. Del- 
bridge, a well-known physician of this city, 
died Tuesday night at the residence of his 
sister, Mrs. Amanda Shackelford, 26 East 
Cain street. Dr. Delbridge had reached the 
age of seventy-three years and had been ill 
for more than two years. His demise was 
not entirely unexpected as his condition 
had been precarious for several days prior 
to his death. 

Until two years ago the deceased was in 
good health. In June, 18%, while in Chica- 
go, he suffered an attack of paralysis, 
which so enfeebled his condition that he 
never recovered from its effects. He was

Dr. Delbridge was a prominent physician 
of this city for many years. He was at 
one time dean. of the Georela College of 
Eclectic Medicine and Surgery, and at the 
time of his death was a member of the 
board of trustees of that institution.

They tell us that we should 
platform broad enough for all to stand on; 
that is a meaningless platform: hey tell 
us that we should raise some new ery, and 
that then we might sweep the country.

Ciare for \bimetallism. Now, if 
new and an original question. it may be 
that Uinoretically a different ratio wouid be 
Just a8 good as the one we declared for. 
fhe book men have told us that one reua- 
son why Ikurope generally adopted the ra- 
tio Of lolg to 1 Wag that that was about 
the ratio at which the precious metals were 
produced in the world. Whether that be 
correct or not, it is true that the financial 
systems of Kurope rested on that ratio, 
— that in our country for the last sixty 
‘ars the ratio was 16 to l and our finan- 
bial system Was based upon that. And in- 
asmuch as silver was wrongfully and 
ealthily demcnetized by Uhe arbitrary aet 
ol government, and inasmuch as a .great 
wrong Was done and we are asking to nave 
that wrong righted, we are asking simply 
for a restoration of what the world for- 
merly had; asking for a restoration of 
ecnaitions under which the world had done 
business and prospered for two hundred 
years. This fact alone would be a good 
reason for adhering to tnat ratio. But 
there is another reason which rises above 
all others, and that is this: The moment 
you abandon that ratio you arent sea. No 
two men will agree upon whet fhe new ra- 
ti: should be, For twenty years prior toe 
Iso the country saw that tiie eastern finan- 
cicl manipulatars were able to control con- 
and to dictate the policy of the gov- 
errment, and that just so lone as the mat- 
ter was left to congress and the govern- 
ment, the people were helpless. This fact 
led the people to the determination to take 
matter into their own hands and not 
it open, and they feel as strongly on 
subject now as they dd then. The 
is, my friends, if left open you wouid 
no legislation at the hands of our gov- 
ernment in a thousand years, for Wall 
street will again be in absolute control. 
This ‘being so, it is apparent that the mo- 
ment we abandpn the ratio, that moment 
we-abandon ‘the cause. The question 
which, therefore, presents itself is, are we 
prepared to abandon the cause, Everything 
that was predicted: by bimetallists as 
the ‘legitimate result demonetization 
of silver has come to pass—first. universal 
paralysis of the world’s bueiness and its 
industries; second, the starting anew on a 
lower basis for the great producine masses. 
The evils that result from the gold stand- 
ard have not been exaggerated or over- 
stated. Time has sustained the himetallist, 
anc that man makes a fatal mistake who 
thinks that the American people are ready 
to abandon this cause, and inasmuch as the 
abandonment of the ratio 4 ase ally 
amounts to the abandonment of the cause, 
that politician makes a fatal mistake who 
thinks that the ratio can ‘YW abandoned 
without disintegrating and destroying the 
democratic party. For every score of wealth 
worshiping gold democrats who would be 
brought to our standagds bv such an adan- 
donment of principle Nr thousand men of 
deep convictions would leave us.” 

Ex-Governer Altgeld next addressed him- 
self to other Touching updén gov- 
ernment by injunction, he handled that 
subject without gloves and also paid his 
respects to bribery and corruption in high 
places. In regard to trusts and monopo- 
lies, he said: 

“For a quarter of a century both politi- 
cal parties have denounced corporations, 
trusts and monopotis s. Nearly every state 
in the union has legislated against them 
The federal government has leg zislated 
against them, yet In spite of this denun- 
ciation, in spite of all this legislation, stat® 
and federal, they have .gone on multiply- 
ing. State legislation has been found to 
be absolutely futile, because federal judges 
uniformly declared it to be unconstitu- 
tional. 

‘Federal legislation has likewise been 
found to be futile. The trusts are masters 
of the situation. It is evident that to sim- 
ply go en denouncing trusts is an. insult 
to the intelligence of the American peo- 
ple It is the cheapest kind of political 
demagogy. The time has come when some 
new method of dealing with these monopo- 
lies must be adopted. The experience of 
other countries, as well as a thorough 
ceOnsideration of the question, shows that 
it is impossible to reduce many of these 
monopolies back to their original 
ment. Thev have come to stay, and, there- 
fore, it is the mission and the duty of the 
democratic party to secure the benefit of 
the monopoly for the public, for the peo- 
ple, that means municipal ,and govern- 
mental ownership of all monopolies which 
it is practicable for a government as yet 
to control. Have you heard any gold 
«standard democrat declare himself openly 
to be in favor of this, or of any other prac- 
tical manner of dealing with monopolies”? 
Instead of that, what do they propose? 
They tell us that we should adopt a plat- 
form denouncing trusts. That is, we sha!! 
do what we have been doing for a quar- 
ter of a century, indulge in declarations 
that signify nothing. Mr. Depew lately 
declared. that the republican party would, 
in its platform, denounce trusts. What is 
the purpose ef this? Why simply to fool 
the people, entertain the people. Trust 
lawyers and men who secretly serve mo- 
nopolies will draw the declarations de- 
nouncing trusts, and it will be a farce. 

That politician makes a mistake who 
thinks that by a mere denunciation of 
trusts, you can fool a great number of 
democrats in 1900. The people want to know 
what we propose to do about it. Look at 
the situation from any standpoint and 
you will find that the so-called gold stand- 
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ard democrats are ‘not earnestly and 
heartily with us on any of the great ques- 
tions that now confront our people. By 
affinity, taste, interest, affiliation and na- 
tural selection, they are on the other side. 
The idea of abandoning principle and 
adopting some cheap common cry, with 
the hope of thus sweeping the country and 
getting offices, even if it were possible to 
succeed that way, is unworthy of a mo- 
ment’s consideration al the hands of any 
man who loves his country. But it would 
be futile and if the national democratic 
convention of 190 should adopt .sgich a 
course it might as well issue a certificate 
of election to William McKinley. I| hear 
it said that we cannot carry the country 
unless we get New York, and that in order 
to get New York, we must abandon our 
principles. In the first place, I dispute 
both propositions, and in the second place, 
I want to say that the time has gone by 
when the democracy can carry New York 
on a bear-eyed platform. The rank and 
file of the democratic party in New York 
is aroused, and it is as devoted to the 
principles of the Chicago platform as is 
the party anyw?rere in this country, and 
competetnt judges tell me that Governor 
Roosevelt's election was made possible by 
the votes of the democrats who preferred 
supporting an open enemy to a democrat 
who stood for nothing. For several years 
prior to 1896, the democratic party so melt- 
ed away in a number of states that the 
populists and other independent partiés 
gained absolute control, but as soon as 
our party again stood for definite demo- 
cratic principles, these men returned 40 
our standard. For over three years we 
have been preaching devotion to principle. 
The democrats of the country have held 
their heads up, they have breathed the 
pure and invigorating air of independence; 
they are ready to face a thousand defeats, 
but they are not willing to sneak down 
the dark alley of tricky politics. Men 
have said to me, why don't your people 
take up a late war hero and sweep the 
country? I answer, first, our people want 
to know what their candidate stands for. 
They want to know what governmental 
policy he will resolutely carry out; they 
want to know what influences will be slip- 
ping up his: rear stairway and filling his 
council chambers. [-answer, second, is 
there not danger of war heroes getting 
cheap? 

“Compared with the mighty civil 

the late Cuban war scarcely rises to 
dignity of a skirmish, yet the heroes 
the late war seem to be more numerous 
than all the heroes, unton and confeder- 
ates, of the civil war. Let me say, my 
friends, that we are not hero worshipers, 
nor, on the other hand, are We devoted 
to the fortunes of any one man. We view 
this whole situation calmly and even cold- 
ly. We rate men not by the clothes thev 
wear, but by the principles they stand 
for and the services they render their 
country. And viewed from this stand- 
point, never before in the history of any 
*country or any people was the cause of 
freedom, the cause of a great people so 
heroically and so ably maintained in all its 
integrity as it has been during the last 
three years by William J. Bryan. And 
when we say this, we are not indulging in 
hero worship, but are simply recegnizing 
a great fact.”’ 


In conclusion, ex-Governor Altgeld said: 

‘Today the country needs devotees, needs 
men of convictions, needs men ready to 
make a sacrifice for the republic. Those 
men are heroes and deserve the thanks 
of this country who give the world a new 
thought, who help to right a wrong, who 
help to elevate the standards of justice, 
who help to improve the conditions of 
society, and these are the men whose 
names will illumine the pages of history. 
To save a republic is as noble a work as 
to found a republic. Our cause is the same 
cause for which men suffered at Valley 
Forge or fell at Bunker Hill. American 
liberty is at stake. Free institutions 
among men are in the balance. Let us 
be true to our trust Let us bring our 
offerings to this altar. If we succeed the 
childsen of men will bless us. Should we 
fail then struggling humanity will shed a 
tear over our grave.” 

While Governor Altgeld was in the midst 
of the discourse Mr. Bryan reached the 
theater. After the speech had been con- 
cluded the distinguished visitors repaired 
to the Galt House, where a banquet of the 
Young Men's Democratic Club of Louisville 
was given to James Tarvin, the president. 
To attend this and to respond to the toast, 
‘The Democratic Party,”’ Mr. Bryan had 
made a special trip to Louisville two days 
earlier than he expected.

Nor could the statements of 
these exhibits in any way connect Jeffer- 
son Dvis with this foul erime except in 
minds distorted with the prejudices of the 
times. As indicating the conditions then 
existing, these records are chiefly inter- 
esting. 

Among the relics to be transferred 
the followfng: The derringer pistol 
which Mr. Booth shot Mr. Lincoln: the 
bullet which pierced the great martyr's 
head, and pieces of skull which it drove 
in; the dagger which Booth flourished over 
his head he ran across the theater 
stage and shouted, “Sic semper tyrannis:” 
a blood-stained pine bar with which 
tooth fastened the door after entering 
the lobby to Mr. Lincoln's box: Booth’s 
diary containing entries relating to the 
assassination of Mr. Lincoln and five pho- 
tographs of different ladies; two Spencer 
carbines, one of which was found at Mrs. 
Surratt’s house, and one which Booth had 
in his hand when he was shot: several 
bowie Knives, revolvers, opera glasses, 
cases of cartridges and other personal rel- 
ics of Booth.

Prudential May Scoop in Department 
of the Gulf.

SOME OFFICERS WANT TO MOVE 


The Recommendation Will, However, 
Have To Be Approved by Quar- 
termaster General Ludington. 


The Prudential building may get the 
headquarters of the department of the gulf. 
The matter has not as yet been fully de- 
cided, but the change is under advisement, 
and it is understood that a number of the 
officers at Gepartment headquarters are in 
favor of making such a change. 

Department headquarters are now located 
in the Austell building, where they have 
been since March, 1898, when the depart- 
ment of tne gulf was established. 

The only objection to the Austell building 
is that the officers cannot have all their 
offices on the same floor on account of the 
size.of the building. This gives an idea of 
the number of officers at headquarters. The 
department occupies the sixth floor of the 
bie building and portions of the*seventh 
and eighth floors. Th® basement and sta- 
bles in the rear are also used. 

It is the basement and stable feature that 
{s causing the hesitancy over the change. 
There ro basement that can be utilized 
as a storeroom at the Prudential building, 
and there no stable. This feature ‘s 
still under consideration and some provi- 
sion will have to be made in the event that 
the change is made, 

It is understood that the basement and 
stable at the Austell cannot be used by the

$250 Offered by Governor for Arrest 
of Armstrong. 


NO PETITION WAS SENT IN 


Alleged Crime in Harris County Causes 
Governor Candler To Offer a 
Considerable Reward. 


A reward of $250 was offered yesterday 
afternoon by Governor Candler for the ap- 
prehension and delivery into the hands of 
the sheriff of Harris county of Will Arm- 
strong, a white man, charged with at- 
tempting an assault upon the ten-year-old 
daughter of Milton Simpson, a negro man. 
Both parties resided in Harris county, 
where the assault is allegeg to have been 
attempted. 

There are two unusual features in con- 
nection with the offering of the reward. 
One is that the residents ‘of Harris county 
made no application to Governor Candler 
to issue a proelamation offering a reward. 
The governor, however, decided that the 
fleeing white man should be apprehended

Judge Candler Held That the Grounds 
for the New Trial Were Not 
Sufficient. 


DECISION MADE 


Joe Carroll, condemned to hang in the 
Tcwer a week from today, was refused a 
new trial by Judge Candler yesterday. At 
the -last term of the Fulton criminal court 
Carroll Was convicted of the murder of 
 eceagaay and sentenced to hang on 

une 8th, A motion was made for a new 
trial by his attorney, W. 8. Howard. 

Judge Candler took the case under cone ' 
sideration, and after more than a week con- 
sumed in examining the evidence, he made 
his decision yesterday afternoon unfavora- 
ble to the condemned man. 

The motion for a new trial was based on 
two grounds—that the verdict of the jury 
was contrary to the evidence brought out 
in the trial of the prisoner, and that there 
has been discovered some new evidence 
which will be beneficial in the ease of the 
defendant. Judge Candler did not think the 
grounds sufficient for a new trial. 

Joe Carroll about three weeks ago, in a 
quarrel with Josie Alexander and her hus- 
band, shot the woman, causing almost in- 
stant death. Carroll did not deny he killed 
the woman, but contended that he shot her 
accidentally and later that he killed her in 
self-defense. 

Carroll's attorney will try to secure com- 
mutation for him from Governor Candler 
or from the pardoning board, Dut it is not 
thought there is much hope for the pris- 
oner. When the case was tried there was 
considerable evidence against him which 
was unrebutted, and the jury required but 
a short ‘ime to form a verdict of guilty. 

The murder occurred about four weeks 
ago out on the Martetta road on a Saturday 
afternoon. Carroll had a quarrel with Alex- 
ander and, while quarreling, they started 


toward their homes. When nearly there 
the wife of Alexander interfered and the 
quarrel turned from Alexander and Car- 


roll to Alexander’s wife and Carroll. 

The evidence in the case at this point was 
very contradictory. Some of the witnesses 
said that the woman had a raZor, while 
the others claimed they did not see any 
weapon. Many words passed, and it is 
claimed by Carroll that the woman begun 
to advance upon him with the razor, when , 


he fired. There were two shots. One bul- 
let passed through the head and another : 
through the heart. . 


Some of the witnesses claim that Carroll 
shot the woman without provocation. All 
the parties are negroes. 

The trial of the case conaumed half a 
day. Carroll was tried in less than a week 
after the crime was committed and was 
sentenced by Judge Candler to hang a few 
weeks later. The commission of the crime;

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A Great Question. 

The New York Sun, whose editor, in 
Spite of the fact that he uses the term 
“provincialism” when he means “pro- 
vinciality,”’ is an authority on grammar 
and all forms of. social etiquette, 
is now engaged in firing the last guns 
over the remains of a controversy over 
a question whether it is good form for a 
gentleman to tuck his napkin under his 
chin. The editor is bitterly opposed to 
the practice, and, under the direction of 
warm epithets bestowed on those who 
spread a napkin over their bosoms, the 
controversy at one time reached the point 
of rage and violence. , 

According to The Sun, the man who 
tucks his napkin under his chin is -a 
“hog.” Why this particular epithet 
should be bestowed on the tuckers is be- 
yond our comprehension. A hog is 
clean, according to its lights, and it has 
no habits except those that were given 
to it by nature. We venture to say that 
the editor of The Sun never saw a hog 
tuck a napkin under his chin. Why, 
then, bring into a heated controversy the 
name of the unoffending hog, which 
sticks its snout in the trenches and takes 
its soup as nature taught it to do? 

The latest contribution to this un- 
profitable controversy comes from a man 


who savs that he is compelled to tuck’ 


his napkin under his chin because his 
waist at its smallest part is seventy- 
eight inches in circumference, This, 
however, proves nothing either way, for 
it must be apparent that an ordinary 
napkin will not serve this person’s uses. 
The proper place for him is a dime 
museum, where he could, if he chose, 
tuck a counterpane under his chin. 

It mav be said, however, that the 
forces which have brought napkin and 
dewlap into contact are those which have 
been evolved from our complicated civi- 
lization. -Men in a hurry cannot afford 
to linger in the various hasheries which 
they patronize. With them it is not so 
much the character of the soup that {fs 
set before them as it is the problem of 
getting rid of it. To get their money's 
worth they must drink it, and they must 
drink it in a hurrv. Twenty vears ago a 
guest-in a hotel could draw a number of 
correct conclusions when his. table 
neighbor tucked his napkin under his 
dewlap. The guest could almost give 
you the man’s name in ten guesses; 
he knew the quarter of the town he 
lived in and the character of his busi- 
ness. 

But all that has changed. The man 
who uses his dewlap to hold his napkin 
in place is to be found everywhere. In 
Boston it is the mark of a clubman, 
in New York of the four hundred. Inthe 
south, however, it is still the habit to 
lay the napkin across the lap, and no 
one thinks it a very great feat to dis- 
pose of two plates of pot-liquor and 
dumplings without splashing the shirt 
front.

it ignores. What was the state of the 
public mind when our ships hammered 
the Cervera squadron to pieces?

It was 
a sad, a serious mistake. and it has been 
the means of placing Admiral Sampson 
in a position from which all the power 
and influence of the government cannot 
extricate him. Our own opinion is that 
Sampson is a good man who has been

made the.victim of bad advice. It ig true 


that his own report stands in the way 
of such a conclusion; but let the report 
be waived and forgotten. , 

The real, the chief, the only difficulty 
in the way of public appreciation of 
Sampson is the fact that he and his 
friends, or hig friends in his name, in 
order to bring his good qualities into 
prominence, have deemed it necessary 
to make a tremendous effort—officially 
and unofficially, in congress and in pe- 
riodicals—to belittle, besmirch and slan- 
der the acts and the reputation of the 
man who, by reason of Sampson’s acci- 
dental absence. had charge of our vessels 
when Cervera issued from Santiago har- 
bor. 

This fact stands out above and beyond 
all others; and it 4s this fact that has 
given the public its opinion of Samp- 
son. There is a widespread belief—nay, 
it is actual knowledge—that an effort has 
been made to lift Sampson to a higher 
place in public estimation by belittling 
Schley, and making false statements 
about him. The public. knows, too, that 
if Sampson was not actually engaged in 
this business, he was close at hand to 
prompt the actual authors of the attack 
on Schley. 
the men engaged in this unworthy effort 


should not have foreseen that it is im- | 


possible in this country to increase any 
man’s reputation by doing injustice to 
others. Thus the scheme to boost Samp- 
son at the expense of Schley has been a 
flat, a dismal, and, so far as Sampson's 
reputation is concerned, a disastrous fail- 
ure, 

But suppose that another course of 
conduct had been taken—suppose that 
Sampson's raport had been a hearty rec- 
ognition of the achievements of his 
brother officer and the captains of the 
fleet: that himself and his friends had 
been less greedy for all the credit of the 
sea fight: what would have been the re- 
sult? Why, he. would stafd today, in 
public appreciation, side by side with 
Schley, and his friends would have ro 
cause whatever to complain of the at- 
titude of the people. The public, having 
his report as a basis, has connected him 
with every movement on the part of his 
partisans to ruin Schley’s reputation as 
a commander. 

This is a very tiresome subiect, but 
when we see a newspaper wondering why 
Sampson has not been smothered with 
public ovations, we feel bound to call 
its attention to certain .notorious facts 
that weigh with the people and offend 
their sense of justice and right. These 
facts are a sufficient explanation of the 
general lack of interest in Admiral 
Sampson and his movements.

Her bread, 
both wheat and corn, was also “home- 
made,”’ and the preparation was perfect. 

The above was a home-made dinner that 
can be served any day at this hospitable 
home without the ‘help of the markets.

This 6ld lady is a daughter of Grant 
Davis, who came to middle Georgia among 
the first settlers.

Will Wesleyan College Be Moved? 
From The Macon, Ga., News. 

Rev. Walker Lewis, of Atlanta, who re- 
signed from the board of trustees of Wes- 
leyan college. will probably make an ef. 
fort to have Wesleyan moved to Atlanta. 

Ir was stated some time ago that Mr. 
Lewis would probably resign from the 
board, and his resignation was no surprise 
to the members. It has been known for 
some time that Mr. Lewis wanted the col- 
lege in Atlanta and that he has been work- 
ing to that end. 

The effort has been made on eevera! oc- 
casions and it !s thought that he will bring 
the matter before the conferences at their 
next session. The board of trusteeg are 
opposed to any movement of the college, 
but there are numerous members of the 
north and south Georgia conferences who 
are anxious for ‘t to be carried to Atlanta. 

Some time ago when the meeting of the 
friends of the college was held in the an- 
nex of the Mulberry Street church, it was 
stated that unless something was done 
immediately toward raising a $0,000 endow- 
ment fund that it would cause Macon to 
lose Wesleyan college. 

Several meetings have been held since 
that time, but it is not known how much 
has been raised. The chamber of com- 
merce has a eommlittee working on the 
matter, but it has no report.

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. IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


Rey, William H. P. Faunce, D. D., of 
New York, will probably accept the call to 
the presidency of Brown University in 
Rhode Island. Dr. E. B. Andrews, now Ssu- 
perintendent of the public schools of Chi- 
cago, was formerly at the head of this in- 
stitution. Dr. Faunce is the pastor of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist church, of New York, 
and is already a trustee of the big school in 
Rhode Island. Then, too, Dr. Faunce is 
himself a graduate of the university which 
it is now proposed to place under his care. 
He came out with the class of 'S), and was 
one of its most brilliant scholars. For a 
year or two after his graduation he was an

instructor of mathematics in Brown. He 
then came to the decision to devote him- 
self to the church, and after a course in the 
Newton Theologica] institution he was or- 
dained pastor of the State street congre- 
gation in Springfield. This was in 1884, and 
after serving three years in that capacity 
he took up his labors in the Fifth avenue 
church of this city, with which ‘he is still 
connected. Dr. Faunce has been the resi- 
dent preacher at Harvard twice, and is an- 
nounced this year for a third similar ser- 
vice. He is a native of Worcester, Mass., 
and is forty-five years old. 


Paul Deroulede, who is on tria}] in Paris 
charged with inciting French soldiers to in- 
subordination, is hostile to President Loubet 
and to Dreyfus: and while he wants to see 
the former deposed from office, he also 
wants to keep the latter in exile. Though 
one of the most scholarly men in France, 
he is extremely bitter in his likes and dis- 
likes; and this accounts for the prominent 
part which he has recently taken in hostile 
demonstrations in Paris. Poet, soldter, dra- 
matist, social leader and nabob, he possess- 
es great influence, but the will do exceed- 
ingly wel) if he succeeds jin the double en- 
terprise in which he is at present engaged. 
In the battle of Sedan in 1871, M. Deroulede 
saved his wounded brother's life, but nar- 
rowly escaped death himself. His wounds 
disabled him for some time. Subsequently 
he fell from his horse and sustained such 
permanent injuries that his retirement from 
the army became necessary. Up to that 
time he had achieved the rank of lieutenant 
and the cross of the Legion of Honor. He 
achieved political prgminence by founding 
the League of Patriots in 1882. This organ- 
ization had become a powerful organization 
when it championed the cause of Boulanger 
at its height. Through the efforts of the 
League ‘Boulanger was returned 
uty from Paris in 1889 by a great majority. 
The government regarded the league as so 
dangerous that its dissolution as an illegal 
organization inimical to the state wag or- 
dered. Again it was revived when the 
Dreyfus affair reached an acute stage, M. 
Deroulede having been a bitter opponent 
of revision, but it was again suppressed 
after the action for which M. Deroulede is 
now on trial. This last affair occurred on 
the day of M. Loubet’'s election as presi- 
dent, when he urged General Roget, at the 
head of his brigade to mareh to the Ely- 
See and “save France.’ They insisted upon 
accompanying the general and his troops to 
their Larracks, which they refused to leave 
when ordered, preferring arrest. In the 
eyes of many Frenchmen M. Deroulede’s 
most serious offense then was that he made 
himself ridiculous. M, Deroulede was born 
in Paris, September 2, 1846. He igs deputy 
for Angouleme, Charente. His most fa- 
mous poems are “Chants du Solat,”’ pub- 
lished in 1872, and ‘‘Nouveaux Chants du 
Soldat,’ in 18765. 

Professor G. K. Gilbert, of Chicago, is au- 
thority for the statement that the great 
metropolis of the northwest is threatened 
with annihilation by the waters of Lake 
Michigan. In an article in the latest volume 
of the geological survey reports the distin- 
guished scientist has explained how it is 
that the gradual rising of the land in the 
northeastern part of the lake region and 
the sinking of the level of the southern and 
western shores of the lake will in the course 
of time cause the lake system to be drained 
through the Mississippi instead of through 
the St. Lawrence. This will involve a broad 
stretch of water just where Chicago now 
stands, and the flow to the south wil) be 
over the site of thé city. Luckily for people 
now alive, the professor places the begin- 
ning of this eondition at least 500 years in 
the future, and it will not be definitely es- 
tablished for 2,000 years or more. Professor 
Gilbert hag made a compilation of observa- 
tions taken along the great lakes for the 
last forty years. He has selected four pairs 
of observation stations, each pair being 
made up of points lying in a northeast and 
The results show a sinking 
of the southwest points to the amount of 
from three-quarters of an inch to three 
inches in the time covered by the observa- 
tions. For instance, Cleveland relatively to 
Port Colborne, 160 miles away, sank two 
and seven-eights inches in thirty-seven 
years. In addition to this he says that the 
water in the lakes generally is rising. At 
Chicago the rise is at the rate of nine to ten 
inches a century. In his article Professor 
Gilbert concerning the future over- 
flow into the Mississippi valley: “Evident 
ly the first water to overflow will be that 
of some high stage of the lake, and the dis- 
charge may be at first intermittent. Such 
high water discharge will occur in five or 
fix hundred years. After 1,000 years there 
will be no interruption. In about 2.000 years 
the Illinois and Niagara rivers will ‘carry 
equal portions of the surplus water of the 
great lakes. In 2,500 years the discharge of 
the Niagara will be intermittent, falling at 
low stages of the lake (Erie), and in 3,500 
years there will be no Niagara.

The circumstances connected with the 
death of Mrs. John H. Clisby, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., wife of Mayor Clisby, of that 
city, are distressingly sad. On last Mon- 
day Mrs. Clisby, with her sister. Mrs. Vir- 
gin and her niece, Miss Annie Virgin. were 
out driving in the former's carriage when 
a small rabbit ran across the road and 
stopped under a bush on the roadeide. Mis 
Virgin called to the driver to stop and let 
her catch the pretty bunny. The negro 
having confidence in the €00d habits of his 
team, dropped the reins and climbed down 
to assist in catching the little animal 
Scarcely had his back been turned when 
the horses started down the road in a run 
After they had proceeded a few hundred 
yards the ladies in the vehicle simultane- 
ously jumped. Mrs. Clisby, in the fall 
struck her thhead against one of the wheels 
of the carriage. Mrs. Virgin was thrown 
heavily to thé ground and was injured in- 
ternally. They were removed to a farm 
residence nearby and news of the accident 
was dispatched to the city. Physicians 
came and carefully attended the suffering 
women, but notwithstanding their kindly 
Offices, Mrs. Clisby died before midnight 
Mrs. Virgin was removed to her residence 
in the city, where she is being carefully 
and tenderly treated. Her injuries are in- 
ternal, and their severity cannot be de- 
termined. She is afflicted with nausea, how- 
ever, which is considered to be an ynfa- 
vorable sign. Had the ladies remained in 
the carriage no injury to them would have 
resulted, as after exhausting themselves 
the horses slackened their speed and trot- 
ted leisurely along until stopped, the car- 
riage not being in any manner injured or 
scratched. The two unfortunate women 
were sisters of Captain W. D. Westcott, 
of this city, and havea large circle of 
friends and relatives here.

I feel sorry for. It is true that you will 
lose your money, but I have worked day 
and night and have not made very much, 
I have bought me 4 revolver and sixty 
miles from here in @ little country town 
I will kill myself. 
“YT received telegram Saturday 
mother was dead. 
“Tl am no coward. I do not fear death. 
If you have communicated with the po- 
lice, by the time you receive this letter 
1 will stand before a higher judgment. 
“They will find enough money to bury 
me decently. My papers have all been 
burned up. My father is reconciled. 
“Farewell. Forgive me. It ought not 
to be so. OS. _ 
The foregoing letter is the translation of 
one written in German, received by Albert 
Orth, publisher of the Georgia Staats Nach- 
richten of this city, from Oscar Bauman, 
who, Mr. Orth says, has left the city owing 
about $60, and after having disposed of a 
number of articles belonging to different 
persons from whom the missing man had

borrowed. 

The disappearance of Bauman ee 
strange affair, and considerable mystery 
hangs around his departure. He came here, 
Mr. Orth @ays, about four months ago. He 
made friends rapidly among the Germans 
of this city, he could speak but very 
little English. He allied himself with the 
Christian church of this city and a short 
time ago was baptized into that faith. He 
was popular with every one who came ‘n 
contact with him, and at all times appeared 


to be a bright, intelligent young man, al- 


though it is stated that he acted peculiarly 
at times. 

Bauman lived while here with a family 
by the name of Grosvenor, but has not been 
seen since Monday. The letter came to Mr. 
Orth on Tuesday morning, and was posted 
in Atlanta. It bore no date line or location 
other than on the outside of the envelope. 

The missing man was employed by Mr. 
Orth, and worked in the office of the Staats 
Nachrichten. He wrote shorthand fairly 
well. 

Bauman acted in the capacity of an ad- 
vertising solicitor “and news reporter. In 
this way he came in contact with a large 
number of persons. So far as has been dis- 
covered, he carried with him from the city

Bauman, it is stated, was a very good 
violin player and he obtained the confidence 
of Professor Preignitz. The latter loaned 
him the instrument, which he has not yet 
returned. 

The bicycle was bought from the Ran- 
dall Cycle Company on the installment 
plan. Bauman was to pay $1 per week. He 
paid the first dollar, but it is said he did 
not make any other payments. The com-

What Orth Says. 

Albert Orch, in whose employ Bauman 
was, and from whom the missing man car- 
ried the largest amount of money, when 
seen stated. that he Knew nothing of the 
whereabouts of the missing man, and did 
not know whether the letter which he had 
received was a serious one or whether it 
was intended otherwise. 

‘Bauman was employed by me,” said Mr. 
Orth, “two months ago. He acted in the 
capacity of a solicitor. He could not speak 
English but a little, and could not write ‘t. 
He wrote German badly. He seemed to be a 
bright fellow, and I employed him. He 
talked well and made friends easily. 

“About three weeks ago he got mixed up 
in his accounts. I found it out a week 
later, and told him about it. He promised 
me it would never ogcur again and I r: 
tained him in my business. He seemed 
me to be a hard working fellow. and 
thought he really meant to keep straight 
after he so earnestly told me he wou!d. 

“He would come to the office and alway: 
talk about Jessie. He seemed to be in ve 
with some young lady. I asked him who it 
was and he said it was Jessie Grosvenor! 
the daughter of the man with whom he 
lived. I investigated and found out that 
Mr. Grosvenor -had no daughter. Wir 
faced him with these facts he ins'sted t! 
it wag Jessie Grosvenor. I Lecame severe 
with him and he admitted that it was an- 
other Miss Jessie. 

“I do not believe that his mother has di: 
He is from Vienna, Austria, and came 
Atlanta from Philadelphia about six mont 
ago. I think he has gone toward New ©: 
leans, 

“The persons with whom he remained in 
Atlanta said that he never received any 
lefters while- here, and I do not 
he had any relatives in this country. 

“IT have notifie@ Chief of Detectives 
Slaughtege and the case will be investigated 
I was surprised at his leaving, and of 
course his letter indicates that he is in a 
desperate mental condition. While he a 
ed strange at times I do not believe that : 
ig insane, or suffering from any mentai de- 
rangement. 

“I will try to investigate the case furt!

Formal Hearing Before Governor. 

It was at first the wish of the people of 
Eatonton that suit be brought against 
the Central for violation of the constitu- 
tion by the town, but it was soon learned 
that in such a suit Eatonton would be de- 
murred out of court. 

In a hearing before Governor Candler in 
April, at which the representatives of the 
Central and of the town of Eatonton were 
present, it was proposed by the counsel 
for the town that if the Central would 
waive demurrer and allow the case to be 
tried in court that the state would not be 
callad upon to‘bring the suit. This propo- 
sition Was refused -by the Central on the 
Sround that it would be a bad precedent 
to eStadlish. 

The attorneys fer the 
opposed at the 


Central bitterly 
heating the idea of the 
Siate bringing suit against the road for 
the reason that such a suit would resutt 
in detriment to the stock of the eorpora- 
tion. That the idea of the state’ bringing 
the road to account would have anything 
but a effect. 

Governor Candler was of the opinion that 
the people of Eatonton. whether their 
grievance was real or imaginary, should 
be allowed to go to court for redress. The 
method for the town to bring the suit itself 
would not hold in a court of law and the 
only way for Eatonton to be heard 
through the mediation of the state. 
deciding to allow the sult to be brought 
Governor Candler sought for a way where- 
by the Central of Georgia would in no 
way be Injured and a way that vculd 
open the courts to the town of Eaton- 
ton in order that their complaint might 
be settled. 

Freight Rates Not Changed. 

The attorneys for the Central claimed 
at the hearing that the freight rates i:1em 
Eatonton were no higher since the pure 
Chase of the Middle Georgia and Atiar tic 
than they were before; that the town en- 
joyed practically the same privileges it had 
always enjoyed. 

In deciding whether or not the state 
should bring the suit, Governor, Candler 
was not called upon to decide the jssue bhe- 
tween the contending partias. It was for 
him to determine whether the people of 
Katonton should be allowed a hearing on 
their alleged grievance. 

At a conference between Governor Can- 
dler and Attorney, General Terrell the first 
of the week. to which President Comer, 
of the Central road, was invited, Governor 
Candler definitely decided to allow the 
suit to be brought by the state. It Was 
decided to bring .the suit against the Mid- 
die Georgia and Atlantic and the Eatonton 
branch: road jointly with the Central, since 
both roads had been parties to the contract 
with the Central and were, therefore, 
equally liable. 

As a matter of fact, it is known that 
there are no such corporations as the 
Middle Georgia and Atlantic and the Eaton- 
ton branch road, both have been 
mérged into the Central. 

‘It is probable that the first 
taken by the state will be an 
for an injunction restraining the C@utral 
from operating the line formerly owned 
by fre Middle Georgia and Atlantic. Should 
such an application -be granted it is prob- 
able that the direction of the road will be 
left in the hands of the court. 


Governor Candler Talks. 


In reaching his decision to bring suit 
against the Central in the name of the 
State, Governor Candler said yesterday: 

The petition only asks that the people 
of Eatonton be allowed to go into court 

for a redress of grievances real or im- 
aginary, and since they could not do so 
without the intervention of the state, 
I have simply opened the door of the 
court to them. I have passed upon 
nothing. I have opened the door for 
them and now the court will adjudi- 
cate their rights. Every person, 
whether individual or corporation, 
should have the privilege of having the 
merit of his contention passed upon by 
the proper tribunal, and this is a case 
for the courts, not for the governor. 
The following is the petition for order 
directing that suit be brought in the name 
of the state, which has been drawu up 
by Attorney General Terrell: 

Petition for Order Directing Suit To Be 
Brought in the Name of the State. 
In Re Clark M. Davis, et al., vs. the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
the Middle Georgia and Atlantic Rail- 
way Company, and the Eatonton 
Branch Railroad. 

Upon considering the issues made by 
the petition in the above stated case, 
and the answer of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company touching the 
matters therein complained of, it ap- 
pears that these corporations are 
charged with having violated article 4 
section 2, paragraph 4 of the constitution 
of this state, Which has never been con- 
strued by the supreme court of Georgia, 
and the general public as well as the 
railroag corporations of the state being 
interested in the issues raised, which 
issues cannot be determined upon the 
individual suit of these petitioners, and 
the questions involved being mixed 
questions of both law and fact, upon 
which the judicial department of the 
government alone should pass, and 
having no disposition to usurp by execu- 
tive order the functions of the judiciary, 
it is, therefore, 

Ordered, That the attorney general 
be, and he is hereby, authorized and 
directed to institute and prosecute, in 
the name of the state of Georgia, such 
suit or suits in the courts of the state 
having jurisdiction thereof, against the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company, 
thé Middle Georgia and Atlantic Rail- 
way Company and the Eatonton branch 
railroad, as he may deem necessary and 
proper, for the“purpose of setting aside, 
annulling and declaring void the con- 
tracts alleged to have been entered into 
in violation of the constitution and to 
prevent the further operation and con- 
trol of either of said corporations by 
the other, under the contracts alleged 
to have been made in violation of the 

/Aconstitution, and for such other pur- 
poses as will effestually prevent the con- 
tinuation of all contracts that may be 
in violation of the constitution. 

It is further ordered that the petition- 
ers shall hold the state of Georgia harm- 
less for all costs incurred in such 
suit or suits as may be instituted under 
this order, and that the counsel! for pe- 
titioners, without cost to the state, be 
associated with the attorney general in 
the prosecution of same.

WANT $40,000 FOR WATER PIPE 


City Water Board Will Ask Council 
for That Amount To Extend 
the Service.

It will be im- 
pessible to comply to any extent, however, 
unless the council gives the board at least 
$40,000 for this purpose.

Only once be- 
that has Atlanta seen a hotter May, 
that was in 1896, when the mean tem- 
perature 74.9. The average tempera- 
ture for May is set at 69, but there were 
only two days during the past month that 
the temperature was not above that. There 
were only three days that the mean tem- 
perature was not above the normal and that

The highest May temperature record, 
which is 94, was not broken last month, but 
15th and 16th the mercury went as 
high as 91.

The lowest temperature recorded during 
month was 54 on the 25th. This as a 
low temperature for May is quite unusual, 
as there have only been three years out of 
the last twenty that the mercury has not 
been lower.

Accept the situation as it 
is, and try to make the best of it, instead 
of provoking more evils than the negro 
now endures by doing more wrong in addi- 
tion to that which is pleaded as the cause 
and the excuse for southern violence, 

The negro’s duty to Maintain order is not 
different from the whites. If the one’owes 

to civilization to practice sglf-control 

avoid deeds of blood even in retalla- 

the other does. We have denounced 
the lynchers and man-burners frequently, 
and told the southern white people that 
even the negro crime, no matter how de- 
spicable, no matter how deserving the 
wretch might be of heaviest punishment, 
could furnish no excuse for a community 
to lower its own civilization and taint its 
own blood with the poison of delight in 
savage deeds and fiendish passion. So,. too, 
we say to all who desire the happiness of 
the black race that no resentment for ill- 
treatment warrants them in an appeal to 
force. No doubt the negro’s burden is a 
heavy one. Whatever his sins as an indi- 
vidual and as a race, he has been punished 
out of all proportion. Kut he cannot re- 
taliate. Every bit of disorder, every act 
of vengeance, is sure to return upon the 
head of his own people. His is a hard )ot, 
but he will not better it any by ignoring his 
actual situation. He belongs to a race 
inferior in culture and abilit y to the doml- 
nant. people among whom he lives. 
the victim of race prejudice, which, 
ever unreasonable, is one of the most per- 
sistent and insurmountable feelings in the 
world. Anything he does amiss, particu- 
larly anything that arouses the passions or 
race prejudices of the whites is eure to 
call for severe treatment, more severe than 
a white man would receive. He may say 
that is unjust, but it is an injustice too 
deeply rooted in human nature to be erad- 
icated by such appeals as our correspond- 
ent spe - 4 of, The only refuge is tc be more 
careful than the white man has to be about 
doing wrong. 

Of course, the ignorant black can hardly 
he expected to be a model of conduct, who 
will neither merit the punishment nor ex- 
cite the persecution of the whites. But the 
leaders of the negroes can do as Professor 
Washington has done, try to train them to 
fill more to their own credit and the satis- 
faction of their white neighbors the hum- 
ble station in which they have been placed. 
They can be taught not to think of ven- 
geance, not to defend criminals of their 
own race. They can be educated in indus- 
try and order, and warned against follow- 
ing demogagues and bringing on them- 
selves the blame for political evils put up- 
on communities by rascals whom they in 
sheer ignorance trust. They will thus do 
more to disarm white persec ujors than 
they can ever nope to do by antagonizing 
the stronger race. The worthless whites 
who make up the active force of lynchers 
and burners have been able to impose their 
savagery on the south only because the 
higher class of whites, who hated the dis- 
orders, have been alienated from the ne- 
gro, partly, It is true, by prejudice, but 
partly also by the negro’s own fault. We 
need not discuss the origin of those faults 
or ask how far the whites are responsible 
for them. It is sufficient to know that if 
the negroes car be trained to be honest, 
moral and really desirable inhabitants of 
a region, they can gain the respect of the 
white people of character to such an extent 
that the lawless elements will not long 
have dominion over them.
